Half Coal Miners Hungry 


But No Break in 2 Strikes

An automobile manufac- 
turer today announced plans 
to shut down production at 
two main plants next month, 
because of steel shortages, 
while a railroad union official 
predicted additional cuts im- 
pending in train service. 

At New York, Cyrus S. Ching, 
ehief federal labor mediator, re- 
cessed talks with U.S. Steel, but 
planned to confer with officials of 
three other big producers in Wash- 
ington Sunday and Monday. He 
said that he was remaining in 
touch with U.S. Steel. 

Attorney General J. Howard Mc 
Grath, meanwhile, disclosed that 
he is studying whether President 
Truman has power to seize struck 
coal mines and steel] mills. 

Nash Motors announced at De- 
troit that it will be forced to shut 


down car assembly by the middle 
of next month at its two main 
plants at Kenosha, Wis.

GETTING HUNGRY 

A railroad union official warned 
that coal-burning roads would be 
forced to cut. operations another 
25 per cent, as they did Tuesday, 
unless the coal strike is settled 
soon, W. P. Kennedy, president of 
the trainmen’s brotherhood, said 
50,000 of his 225.000 members were 
idled by the strikes. 

Thomas A. Lewis, a Kentucky 
state agriculture department offi- 
cial, said about 70 per cent of Ken- 
tucky’s 55,000 coal miners were 
“getting hungry.” In one county 
alone, 1,500 families were reported 
in “destitute circumstances,” he 
eaid,

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Death Stalks Industry 


Oil and allied industries, which are 
into Alberta many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, are taking their tax 
in a grim manner. 
Death rate in industrial accidents has 
climbed to a record high in direct propor- 
tion to the province's industrial expansion 
within the last year. 

The Workmen's Compensation Board 
reports that 67 persons died in industrial 
accidents to the end of August this year, 
compared to 55 during the corresponding 

od last year. In the single month of 
August this year, industrial accidents took 
a toll of 14 lives. 

Alberta’s industrial resources are not, 
nor can they ever be, of great enough value 
to compensate for the loss of a single one 
of these lives. 

Yet death of its workers need not be 
the tax levied against Alberta for its indus- 
trial expansion. : 

The great majority of all industrial ac- 
eidents are preventable; not preventable

f Wit and humor are considered liabilities 
in British and Canadian politics. This holds 
true in the glad-handing sections of the

The coal mining industry has practi- 
cally eliminated the once-common disaster 
of workers being trapped in cave-ins by 
this simple measure: Fire bosses are now 
required to enter and inspect all pits for 
cave-in hazards before crews are ordered 
to start mining operations. 

Every job foreman probably feels a 
moral responsibility for the safety of mer 
working under his command, but, when 
that responsibility becomes a matter of his 
own life, there is little likelihood he wiil 
sbirk it. 

Safety regulations alone will not rid 
Alberta of the penalty in human lives it is 
paying to become an industrial province. 

The enforcement of these regulations 
must be made the direct responsibility of 
each employer, each job foreman and each 
crew boss.

The Canadian National Railway 
has again urged that the Trans- 
port Commission should control 
all forms of transportation so 
that equitable rates could be ap- 
plied in all cases, 

This, of course is an old argu- 
ment. Rut if we expect to obtain 
reasonable freight rates without 
having to subsidize all rail trans- 
portation, we should give it some 
thought. 

The argument advanced by the 
railways, and with some justifica- 
tion, is that they cannot be ex- 
pected to haul many of our heavy 
goods at reduced rates if they 
are not given a fair share of the 
higher-paying freight. 

With divided control that exists, 
with the provinces having au. 
thority over certain types of 
transportation, such as truck 
routes, and the Dominion control- 
ling railways and air, it is impos- 
sible to provide proper rates. 


Some Get 
Low Rates 

Railways moist haul grain at a 
very low rate. They must haul 
construction materials at low 
rates. If these were the only 
products which the railways did 
haul, they could never operate. 
The revenue is alinost too small to 
pay bare operating expenses. 

However, there are other types 
of freight which command much 
higher rates and these higher 
rates make up for lower ones. 
The average income represents a 
more reasonable return and it has 
even been suggested that, if the 
railways did all the hauling, that 
no rate increase would be needed. 

Other forms of transportation 
reject these low-cost products and 
concentrate upon hauling only the 
higher-rated items. That has @ 
double effect. It enables those 
other forms of transportation to 
compete with the railways, but 
it also skims off the cream of the 
higher-paying freight. 

No one would suggest that 
other forms of transportation 
should be banished, but there 
is considerable merit in having 
all freight rates and regulations 
made more uniform under one 
transport commission. Then al 
these factors coald be taken into 
account in providing rates which 
would be fair to transport com- 
panies and the buying public. As 
matters stand this cannot be 
done. 

It would seem that each form 
of transportation has its own 
special place in our economy and 
each is particularly suited to 
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certain types of work. But with 
separate control, it follows there 
is wasteful overlapping of a 
type which does not serve any 
useful purpose but simply re- 
sults in costs of all operations 
being more costly. ‘ j 
For example, in transcontinen- 
tal hauling we want railways 
maintained to carry the volume 
of goods needed, Because we do, 
railways have to maintain an in- 
vestment of about $23,770 per 
mile to provide that service. 
Farmers complain there are 
not enough cars to handle their 
produce when jt is to be moved. 
These cars. are worth sbout 
$5,700 each. To meet the mish 
seasons, the CNR alone has to 
have 67,998 of them and this is 
not enough. 
There is an investment of 
7,558,600. Locomotives may 
cost $200,000 each. 


All Freight 
Factors 

These are all factors in the 
freight rates which we must 
pay. When you are dealing in 
millions, it does not pay to be 
either wasteful or careless. If, 
on the other hand, we are going 
to open the door and permit com- 
pletely free competition, we can 
take advantage of transportation 
bargains, but we must also ac- 
cept increases which may be 
handed to us. 

If rates are to be fixed for dif- 
ferent merchandise and local 
conditions, then we are treating 
transportation as a public utility 
and should carry the issue 
through on a uniformly control- 
led basis. 

It may be that certain rail- 
way lines should be replaced 
entirely by trucks. It may be that 
railways should handle the long 
heavy hauls and that trucks 
should handle the short-hauls 
and planes the fast special 
freight 

But that cannot be settled 
when there is no national trans- 
portation commission with con- 
trol over all forms of transport. 

What we are attempting is to 
establish a public utility in part 
and a competitive transport in 
part. We are suffering the dis- 
advantages of each, 

We can still do so, but & we 
are actually concerned about 
more equitable freight rates, we 
should give this proposal con- 
siderably more thought than we 
have in the past.

We do not yet know, for sure, 
whether we can become real, 
firm friends with the New China. 
For we do not know yet whether 
the New China will emerge from 
the present state of peoples’ dic- 
tatorship into a real democracy; 
or whether it will go imperialis- 
tic, 

But this much {s certain: 

Unless we do our half of the 
let's-be-friends process there 
won't be any friendship. The new 
Communist government of China 
may not be willing to do its part 
to permit a real friendship. But 
we will never know unless and 
until we try. 


Events Lend 
Rumor Truth 


But if things take the wrong 
turn—because the Chinese Com- 
munist government wants them 
to take that turn—then it will not 
be our fault. 

Months ago I published parts 
of a letter from a Canadian sea- 
man who had just been to Indo- 
China, He wrote then that all 
through Asia there was the rumor 
that “a deal” had already been 
made between the British spokes- 
men in Asia and the Chinese 
Communists. 

The British would recognize the 
new Communist government of 
China. The new Communist 
government of China would guar- 
antee not to make trouble for the 
British in Hong Kong. 

I do not know whether or not 
that rumor was based on truth. 
But it has beer supported by the 
general drift of events 

Jt seems to me that both sides 
would benefit from such an un- 
derstanding —even if unwritten, 
Britain certainly needs stable 
government in China. More- 
over, a goods-hungry China needs 
all the trade facilities that Hong 


Kong can provide, _,

Recognize China 


Market There 
For Canada 


There is a marked difference 
between British interest in China 
and U.S. interest in China. 

In the first place, British invest- 
ments in China are still ten times 
greater than are US. investments 
in China. In the second place, 
the British companies in China 
are down-to-earth affairs—that is, 
as much Chinese as British. The 
people who own them and run 
them are mostly from families 
who have lived in China for de- 
cades or even generations. 

The American corporations are 
mere branch affairs. It would 
make very little difference to the 
present U.S. companies even if 
all their branches in China were 
closed up. 

Il am not suggesting that Can- 
ada should hold out the hand of 
friendship to the New China just 
because there are 450,000,000 cus- 
tomers wanting to buy Canadian 
goods. 

There is a vast potential mar- 
ket, for instance, for steel rails 
and railway equipment. Canada 
is,in a specially preferred posi- 
tion to capture this business. For, 
apart altogether from our geo- 
graphical location, we have a 
long experience of producing the 
exact types of railroading equip- 
ment China requires.

If you've given up trying to store 
your garden surplus in the base- 
ment because of the furniture that 
mever fails to accumulate there 
it's worth another try if you can 
get some good sound vi 
barrels from the or some 
clean oil drums, 

A couple of old churns or the 
kind of paraffin-lined barrels used 
to deliver flavoring syrups to soda 
fountains, will do the trick as well 
if they're easier come by, 

Ordinary boxes or sugar barrels 
don’t work because vegetables 
packed in them dry out too quickly. 

Hf the barrels or drums or old 
qhurns or what-have-you are put 
in the coolest part of the cellar,
